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The First Store in Groton 
By. W..F. Glover 

Not until about 35 years had elapsed after its first settlement did 
Groton have a fully equipped store. During those early years the popu- 
lation of the town was small and widely scattered, and such articles of food, 
clothing, and other personal and household necessities as were not pro- 
duced on the farms and in the homes of the people were purchased at stores 
in the older and more populous neighboring towns of Newbury, Ryegate, 
and Peacham. ‘There isa tradition that Aaron Hosmer, Junior conducted 
a mercantile business on a small scale, using part of his dwelling as a 
store. Perhaps there were others, also, who did this. 

In the course of time, as the population of Groton increased, Frank- 
lin Fenton, a Peacham merchant, saw the possibility of enlarging his bus- 
iness through a branch store in Groton. Accordingly, in 1819, possibly 
in 1818, he built, on the farm of Dominicus Gray, the first building in 
Groton to be used solely for trading purposes. No doubt Mr. Fenton 
chose this site because it was, more than any other in town, the place where 
most people frequently came together. In Mr. Gray’s tavern across the 
road from the store site, were held such public functions as the following: 
justice trials, both civil and criminal--and they were many; town meetings; 
freeman’s meeting; proprietors’ meetings; auctions for the sale of land for 
taxes. And on the field adjoining the store site, to the northwestward, 
were held the annual June Trainings which brought out the entire popu- 
lace in holiday attire. 

It is doubtful if Mr. Fenton spent any considerable time in his 
Groton store. His business here was conducted by a young Peacham man, 
Carter Evans by name, who later became a merchant at South Peacham, 
and later still, at Lowell, Mass. 

In 1824 Mr. Fenton sold his stock to Dennison R. Burnham of 
Rumney, N. H. who conducted business for the next six years under the 
name of Burnham & Co. In 1830 Mr. Burnham sold the business to Andrew 
Gray, son of Dominicus Gray, and moved to Newbury where he was in 
mercantile business until 1841. Then he moved to Plymouth, N. H. 
where he was proprietor of the old Pemigewasset House until it was burned 
in 1862, and was sevaral times member of the New Hampshire Legisla- 
ture, and of the Executive Council. 

Under the management of Andrew Gray business at the old Fenton 
store began to decline and, after a few years, collapsed entirely. This was 
due, not so much to Mr. Gray’s mismanagement as to economic conditions 
beyond his control. By this time that section of the town at first desig- 
nated as Noyes’s Mills and later as Henderson’s Mills, was taking shape 
as the business and trading center of the town, and was coming to be 
known as Groton Village. No wonder, then, that the hilltop store of 
Andrew Gray, so far from the manufacturing business center of the town 
was compelled to fold up.

Auditors, Town of Groton, Vermont: 


I submit herewith the account of the tax collector for the current 
year. It shows that for this year $24,482.31 have been collected. This 
is the most tax money to be collected in this town for eighteen years 
and only lacks a few dollars of being the most for any year. On February 7, 
1934 I first assumed the office of tax collector and at that time we had 
delinquent taxes in the amount of $23,473.53 as compared to $13,388.81 
to-day. It should be pointed out, however, that much of the present de- 
linguent list is bound to come slowly and with more difficulty and prob- 
ably includes a good bit that is of small value. Tax payers should during 
the present period of comparatively better times make strenuous efforts 
to clean up their old taxes and keep them paid in the future. :

The following bridge and improved road work was done this year 
under the supervision of the Selectmen and Road Commissioner with the 
approval of the District Commissioner: 


On State Highway No. 1 leading from Groton village to Topsham, 
.7 of amile from Topsham line north. This consisted of a shaping course 
of gravel where needed and the applying of a double tack coat of tar. 


On State Highway No. 1, leading from Groton village to Peacham, 
retreating was done on several short sections. 


The Unselected Highway money for town roads was expended as 
follows: 


On old Peacham road, from the south end toward Peacham, widen- 
ing, grading, putting in culverts and base where needed and surfacing with 
gravel. From the above fund $500.00 was set aside for the care of win- 
ter roads. 


The following bridge work was done: State Highway No. 1, 
bridge crossing Wells River in Groton village was completely over- 
hauled and re-planked and painted, the State paying four-fifths of the cost. 


From the Selectmen’s general fund, we replaced the plank bridge on 
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the I. B. Frost road with a permanent one of cement. 


We are submitting below an estimated budget, which is based on 
actual expenses that must be paid. We ask the taxpayers to give this 
careful consideration, that the town may continue to reduce its interest 
bearing debt.

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Report of Superintendent 


Members of the School Board of Groton: 


I submit, herewith, my annual report of the conditions existing in 
the schools of the Town of Groton. 


The organization of the district is the same as last year—four 
towns and one incorporated district. 


There are 45 teachers in the district this year. This is one less than 
last year. 


Two changes have been made in the teaching staff. Prin. Douglas 
Dopp was granted a leave of absence to enter army service. Miss Eloise 
Bayley replaced Mrs. Steele as the Home Economics teacher. 


The total enrollment for the Fall term was 179. This is thirteen 
less than the enrollment for the corresponding time last year. The fol- 


lowing table gives the enrollment by schools and by grades. The per cent 
of attendance is also given.

There were 22 high school tuition pupils enrolled for the Fall term. 
These were divided as follows: Ryegate 18, Topsham 3, Orange 1. One 
elementary pupil from Topsham attends school in Groton. 


The regular State aid for this year is $2,913.70 compared with 
$3,059.51 last year. In addition there is $475 a year received on account 
of Agriculture and $500 a year on account of Home Economics. 


Mrs. Helen Armstrong is continuing her duties as Public Health 
Nurse. In an emergency like this we are fortunate to have a nurse in the 
district. With the help of Red Cross funds part of the children have 
been given a physical examination. The appropriation for Mrs. Arm- 
strong’s services, from the town should be continued. 
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Needed improvements have been made to the Grammar Room, 
this year. Both the Intermediate and Primary Rooms need some work 
done in them. The improvement of the artificial lighting, which is poor, 
is a project which should be considered soon. 


Both the Intermediate and Grammar Rooms are crowded. Since 
the N. Y. A. project for a new Agriculture building has been postponed ' 
for the present there does not seem to be much chance of relieving this 
congestion. 


Home Economics is being continued under Federal aid with half 
the salary paid from Federal funds. This work is important as much of 
the work carried on is in line with the National Defense Program. Hot 
lunches are being served daily to nearly 100 children. Miss Bayley is 
supervising this work with the help of two W. P. A. workers. 


The Agriculture and Shop Work Course is being continued this 
year on a half time basis with Newbury. We are fortunate to be able to 
continue this course due to the scarcity of teachers. Much of this work is 
in line with the National Defense Program. Parents should encourage 
boys to take some of this work. In addition to his regular work Mr. 
Frazer has been supervising an auto-mechanics course and is making plans 
for Adult classes. 


Air raid drills*'are being carried out and all possible precautions 
are being taken to safe guard the children. Possible fire hazards have 
been removed from the village building. Many of the children are buying 
Defense Stamps, conserving paper and doing what they can to help the 
war effort. 


Parents of high school pupils are urged to keep their children in 
school during the school year. The government is urging this as being 
for the best interests of the whole country. 


The shortage of trained teachers is serious. There has been a 25 
per cent decrease in the number of people entering the State Normal 
Schools this year so that the situation will probably be worse. The best 
teachers will go to places where they receive better salaries. In order to 
offset this competition and the higher cost of living, teachers’ salaries 
should be raised. |

If the morale of the pupils is to be maintained it is necessary to 
retain and secure good teachers and for the public to continue an interest 
in the schools. Otherwise there will be an increase in delinquency. 


The following is a summary of some of the things that should be 
considered: ) 


1. The health and morale of the children should be considered in 
making any adjustments due to war time conditions. 


2. Teachers’ salaries should be increased. 


3. Appropriation from the town for the services of a nurse contin- 
ued. 


4. Systematic improvement of village building continued, as 
much as is possible. 


In conclusion I wish to thank parents, teachers and directors for their 
cooperation with me and for the support that they have given the schools.

OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 
To the tax payers of the Town of Groton: 


I submit the following at the request of the Old Age Assistance 
office at Montpelier, Vermont. . 


Payments of Old Age Assistance to persons applying from your 
town amounted to $4,742.50 during the year January 1, 1941 to Decem- 
ber 31, 1941. The number of recipients in*-December, 1941 was 24. 


Expenditures for Old Age Assistance in Vermont amount to over 
$1,000,000.00 a year. All payments are made on a budgetary basis and 
only after complete investigation by a trained social worker employed 
under Civil Service regulations. Since the beginning of the program 
ninety-six cents out of every dollar available to the Department has been 
expended for the aged and only four cents used for administration. 


The increased cost of living and its effect on the budgets of some 
5,600 aged persons currently receiving assistance each month constitutes 
a serious problem, impossible to solve because it is a financial one. 
This situation also prevents grants of assistance to new applicants who, in 
many cases, are quite as needy and deserving as those already receiving 
assistance. The resources of this department and its ability to make 
grants are determined by the State appropriation, which is matched by 
Federal funds. 


The advice and council of local officials and interested -persons 
have been very valuable and are gratefully acknowledged.

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Sesquicentennial Celebration 


The year 1941 was memorable in Vermont history, as marking the 
150th anniversary of its admission into the Union, and Groton in com- 
mon with the towns in the State took part in the celebration. 


At the town meeting March 4, 1941 the moderator, George H. 
Ricker, read the original records of the town’s first meeting, March 20, 
WO, 


On May 30th a celebration was held in the Methodist Church 
with appropriate exercises. 


There was a band concert by McLure’s Student Band, piano duets, 
singing by the children and choir, a solo and vocal trio. Addresses were 
given by James P. Taylor, secretary of the State Chamber of Commerce, 
and Waldo F. Glover of Winchester, Mass. 


Mr. Taylor’s talk was on the state, giving many tetra facts 
and incidents in its 150 years of statehood. 


Mr. Glover, a former resident of Groton, son of the late Henry 
Glover, one of the town’s most able and respected citizens, gave an_his- 
torical address on the ‘‘Beginnings of Groton.’’ He traced its history 
from the time the noted Indian Trail, passing through the town from 
Ryegate by way of Groton Pond to the Winooski River, used by the 
Indians and French in their raids from Canada to the early settlements in 
in New England, and over which they took their captives to Canada; the 
first known white men to pass through the town and the first settlers. He 
read the original warning for the first town meeting, March 20, 1797, a 
document 144 years old, and the records of this meeting with the election 
of town officers. He depicted the hardships, struggles, perseverance, 
and patriotism of those early settlers, which made up the foundation of 
this community. 


Many interesting incidents he wove into this address that told 
how those old pioneers met and overcame many problems that confront- 
ed them. It was altogether informative and interesting, and is prized by 


the present generation as a well deserved tribute to those sterling men 


and women who gave us this priceless heritage. 


This celebration will go down in the records of the town as a 
notable event in its history.
